Jews Still 


Wander Like 
Ancestors 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 

Since Jacob, driven by famine, 
}went down into Egypt to share 
food and prosperity with his fa- 
mous son, Joseph, the Jews have 
been. wanderers, 

Today countless thousands of 
Jews wander across the face of 
the earth seeking homes, lost 
loved ones and above all, peace. 
With heavy burdens on their 
back and anxious prayers in their 
hearts, many are the counter- 
parts of those who fled or were 
teaptured after the fall of the 
Southern Kingdom of Judah, 

There are other parallels be- 
tween. the modern-day Jews and 
their ancient ancestors. The res- 
toration of Jerusalem, described 
in the glowing pages of Ezra and 
Nehemiah, is being duplicated to- 
day in Palestine.
